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Unlicensed Potty-Mouthed Amateur Goes To Jail...(Tnx to W5YI

California, has been Given one of the stififest sentences ever 
imposed for unlicensed and obscene amateur radio operation by 
Feéeral Juége Manuel L. Real. Burton originally hed his 
amateur license revoked in September 1981 for malicious 
interference, failure to use assigned call sicn, use of pro- 
fane and obscene lencuace, one way Communications and broad- 
casting. Burton refused to go off the air. He wes cited 
acain for unlicensed operation in November 1981 and in.January 


and April of this year. The FCC, uneble to halt Burton's 
illegal radio operation had him arrested April 30, 1982. He 
was arraigned on May 3rd in the U.S. District (federal) 
Court, Los Angeles. 2 

On May 31st, we received a press release bearing 2 
Van Nuys (California) post office box from a group known as 
The Underground Radio Movement addressed to all Ham and CB 
publishers seeking support for "our leader Richard 'Big Dick’ 
(I understand he was grossly overweight) Burton. The letter 
said "Underground Radio is calling on all hams and CB people 
who support Freedom of Speech to help defend the true leader 
of Free Radio..." They added, "We can't let him go to the 
Gray Bar Hotel for 10 big ones just for talking on. two meters. 
We fired the letter in the waste basket. We don't support 
unlicensed foul-mouthed operation. 

At the June 8th trial, Burton was found guilty of 
"broadcasting obscene, indecent and profane language and for 
operating an amateur radio station without a license." And 
it is to the "Gray Bar Hotel" that he went. Last week, 

Judge Real sentenced Burton to eight years imprisonment, all 
but six months of which.wasS suspended. UnaGer the terms of 
the sentence, Burton will serve six months in jail followed 
by five years of probation, during which he must perform 1500 
hours of community service work. He hes been taken ‘into 
custody and jailed. The sentence is equal to about a $35,000 
package. He could have received a maximum sentence of 10° 
years in prison and e $70,000 fine.

from the Long Beach office of the FCC, who employed 
sophisticated electronic equipment to track the source of 
Burton's illegal two-meter ham band radio..transmissions to 
his residence in Reseda. The.FCC received complaints from 
numerous redio operators in Southern California about the 
Gefenéent's illecal and obscene transmissions. United 
Attorney Stephen $. Trott said he hoped the sentence in 
case "would serve as @ deterrent to those radio operators who 
abuse their transmission privilege and spoil the public air- 
waves for the legitimate amateur radio community.”

Charles M. ("Chuck") Guschke, of Oklahoma City installed a 
78 foot high antenna even though normel height limitations 
for residential property are 35 feet.

(Utility Tower, e local firm) has a wind survival rate in 
excess of 100 MPH. 


H.R. 5898 CLEARED THE: HOUSE ENERGY AND COMMERCE COMMITTEE on 
Wednesday, June 2nd, and has been sent on to the full House. 
Representative Timothy Wirth's version of Senate Bill 929 
generated no debate and Representative John Dingell predicted 
it will move through the full House with a minimum of 
aifficulty. The farthest reaching provision of both House 
and Senate versions of the bill authorizes the FcC to require 
manufecturers of home entertainment electronic devices, 
television receivers in particuler, to make them more 
resistant to radio frequency interference. This section of 
the bill drew severe criticism from the Electronics Industry 
Association, which claims that the proposal is “unnecessary 
and sure to cost’ consumers more money." The EIA lobbied 
against the provision in subcommittee hearings, but es” 
already reported (WLR 367) it failed in its ettempt to get 
the section deleted. 

The provision which de-reguletes C.B. redio also drew 
a lot of fire in the subcommittee hearings, much of it 
coming from the giant REACT International organization which 
claims thet Gelicensing C.B. would lead to cheos on the 11 
meter band. REACT said that it would even support the 
imposition of 2 fee for obtaining 2a C.B. license-if the | 
revenves collected could be earmarked directly to the FCC to 
cover administrative costs and monitoring of regulatory 
violations. The Commission countered by saying it would 
save hundreds of thousends of dollers annvally if it did not 
have to process the epproximately 58,82f-68,026.C.8. appli- 
cations it receives each month. It elso noted that these 
licenses are considered a routine grant that does not re- 
guire the oassing of eny exam. 

The sections regarding the Amateur Service seem to 
enjoy the support of the majority of Radio Amateurs, although 
some publishers of Amateur Radio training materials feel thet 
they might be left ovt in the cold if the FCC shovld decide 
to Gelegete sole responsibility for licensing to the ARRL. 
The section which wovld permit Amateurs to assist in 
Monitoring for violations has Crawn no negative commentary 
from any faction.

Back on April 7, 1980, the ARRL contracted with 
E. Walter Terrie, Ph.D (N4WA), of Florida University’s 
Institute for Social Research to conduct a survey of 
American and Canadian amateur radio operators...both 
League and non-members.. The project wes conducted under 
the auspices of ARRL's Long-Range Planning Committee (LRPC) 
as authorized by its Board of Directors. The survey used 
the Callbook data base of amateur operators for its random 
sample of one in every 44 amateurs. The resulting sample 
consisted of 8,895 amateurs in the United States and 396 
in Canada. Many topics were covered including the importance 
of Morse Code requirements. 

Question #22 of the survey dealt with the code 
prerequisite question...(#22) In your opinion, how essential 
to the future of amateur radio is continuation ofthe Morse

Essential: Not Essent. Opinion Dropped

Cross tabulations of the survey, however, yielded some 
interesting results. The higher the class of license held 
by an amateur, the more he flet the code was necessary. 
72% of the Extra Class Amateurs felt the code was 


absolutely essential" - while only 44% of the Novices & 
Techs did for HF operation.) There was also a definite 
indication in the survey that ARRL members felt stronger 
about the code reguirement than those that had never been @ 
member. (738 Of the ARRL members felt the code’ "absoluvely 
essential", verses only 47% of the "Never A Member" of the 
Leegu roup..
